URBAN RENEWAL 
GAGGED ROLLED 
BLANKETED AND BURIED 


In a series of hawklike moves 

Selectman Donald C. Kidder and 
former Chairman of the School 
Committee Arthur V. Lynch, 
Monday night, in a special 
Town Meeting, gagged, rolled, 
blanketed and buried the Wil- 
mington Center Urban Renewal 
Project. 


Kidder seized the initiative 
in the very early moments of 
consideration of Urban Renewal 
(Article 4) by moving that 
Article 5 be considered ‘at 
this ti Kidder’ s argument 
was that this article would be 
the test of the meeting, as it 
was the one that called for a 
two-thirds vote. 

Kidder seized control from 
William Agreeable Smith, Chair 
man of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, and Kidder never 
relingiished control until the 
prospects of Urban Renewal 
were buried. 

In a rapid nervous speech 
from a prepared manuscript 
Kidder hatcheted the project, 
from beginning to end. 

Lynch then ved ‘the pre- 
vious question’, a motion that 
allows no debate, and the vo- 
ters went along with Lynch. 
Moderator Simon Cutter al- 
lowed Smith to make an expla-~ 
nation of the project, but 
Smith’s statements were con- 
fined to refutations of Kid- 
der’ s charges. 


Many people were unable to 
hear Smith, and in the middle 
of his speech he was inter- 
rupted by Lynch, on a point of 
order. Lynch stated that Snith 
had exceeded the ten minutes 
speaking time allowed by the 
town by-laws, 

The moderator allowed Smith 
to continue to the end of ten 
minutes, and then shut him off. 
This is believed to be the 
first time in many years that 
a moderator has shut off the 
principal maker of a motion, 
in debate on the Town Hall 
Floor. 

Lynch also tried to shut off 
Selectman John Brooks, when 
that gentleman finally got the 
floor, under Article 4, which 
was discussed briefly after 
Article 5 had been killed. 
Many of the voters present 
were relatives, by birth or by 
marriage, to some of the land 
omers in the proposed Urban 
Renewal area, 

Not one person stood up to 
vote for Article 5, but an 
earlier motion to table Arti- 
cle 4 lost by a vote of 477 to 
19, It was thought that many 
of those who voted not to ta 
ble did not understand the 


meaning of the motion.

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MR KIDDER'S RED HERRING 

A Red Herring is something that is used to 
confuse the opponents. The phrase comes from 
the days of bloodhounds trailing escaped pris-— 
oners across the moors of old England.’ The 
prisoners, if they could get a piece of fish, 
would drag it across their own trail. Reported— 
ly this use of the fish would destroy the dog's 
sense of smell. 

Today in this good old USA we use this term 
to describe a political trick, wherein a poli- 
tician talks about, everything and anything that 
can confuse the opponents, in a debate. It is a 
common trick, much employed. 

The best example we ever saw of a Red Her- 
ring was that used by Selectman Donald C.: Kid— 
der, in Monday night's Special Town Meeting. 

Make no mistake about it. It was a master- 
piece. Mr. Kidder caught the Wilmington Housing| 
Authority with their collective feet in their 
collective mouths. 

Mr. Kidder reported at some length on the 
threatening sweeping rage of a member of the 
Housing AutHority, and- went on to say that he 
left the meeting with Sidney Raab "one of their 
finest consultants . The inference is that Mr. 
Raab was the man insulted. 

Mr. Raab happens to be, not a consultant, 
but the President of Stop & Shop. He never at-| 
tended any joint meeting of the Selectmen and! 
Housing Authority, and as far as we know, has 
never been in Wilmington. 

We don't know if Mr. Kidder might possibly 
know Mr. Raab, but we do know that no member of' 
the WHA has had that pleasure, and further that 
he has never talked with, let alone been in- 
sulted by any member of the Authori ty. 

There was one instance, when an assistant of! 
Mr. Raab was at a Selectmen's meeting, and some 
of the Housing Authority members were at the 
same meeting. 

The gentleman who was insulted was Howard. 
Kalish, of Stop & Shop. The gentleman who did! 
the insulting was William Agreeable Smith, of; 
the WHA. It was, in our estimation at the time, 
a sad event. Had we been the Chairman of the) 
Board of Selectmen we would have stopped the 
foolish proceedure. We were not, of course.’ Mr. 
Kidder was. 

COST OF THE HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 

Ge parnt that was brought out in the Town 
Meeting has long been too quiet, in our esti- 
mation, but it has been something about which 
the average individual could not talk, because 
the grounds have been too delicate. i 

We are referring to Mr. Kidder's inference 
that the WHA wasted money at the project on 
Deming Way. 

We are by no means to be construed as champ- 
toning the cause of the WHA, but if anybody is 
off base it is Mr. Kidder. | 

We have long felt that something was wrong. 
To say so, however, is a far different matter, 
because of the laws of libel. 

There has been, among those that are cogni- 
zant of these matters, criticism on the costs. 
One of the favorite topics is the cost of the 
fireplace, and we have heard rumors of a $17 to 
$25 thousand cost. But they are only rumors. 

The report of Thomas A. Buckley, State Audi- 
tor, added fuel to the rumors, but still no 
proof. Notable at the time is the fect that Mr. 
Buckley had released a similar report on a pro- 
ject at Fairhaven, Mass. 

We have always been an admirer of Mr. Buck- 
ley, and the least we can say of our feelings 
at the time is that we wondered just what was 
going on. It séemed to us that Mr. Buckley was 
gunning*® for someone on the State Housing 
Board. 

Now we have the current probe, of the MDC. 
in Boston, and the Commissioner, John E. Malo- 
ney, is under fire.

1. Sontrect for Pinencia} Assistance: The original Contract 
for Pinancial Assistance between the Authority and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, acting through the State Housing Board was dated Noven- 
ber 19, 1957 in the amount of $400,000.00. Subsequent amendments dated 
October 7, 1958, April 30, 1959 and November 4, 1959, increased this 
amount to $500,000.00, $550,000.00 and $575,000.00 respectively. on 
March 11, 1960 subsequent to thie audit period, $25,001.00, including a 
$1.00 permium, was received through the sale of the fifth series notes, 
making the total notes outstanding $575,000.00 as of this date. 

2. Development Cost: As of Pebruary 29, 1960, the develon- 
ment coste totaled $560,794.88. This will be increased by an incomplete 
contract of $7,294.36, together with the balance due the architect of 


notes. However, a credit from the accumulated surplus of the initial 
Operating Period will be applied to these costs when the project enters 
the Management Status.

tract of $416,435.00 was increased to $501,318.29 by 23 change orders 
totaling $84,883.29. 

4. Recreation Center: © The Housing for the Elderly Progran 
was originally created by Chapter 667 of the Acts of 1954. 
Provisions of this Act a State subsidy of up to 24% per year was pro- 
vided, which arrangement is similar to that existing under the Veterans 
Housing Act. When construction of these projects was initiated tho 
Jocal housing authorities, under the aforementioned 24$ subsidy, found

the State subsidy to « maximun of 4. The Legislative purposes c* this 
inerease was to provide a subsidy in an amount sufficient to provide 
adequate housing for the elderly at low rentals, 

With reference to the case of the Wilmington Housing futhority 
the State Housing Board, over the objections of the local housing au- 
thority, issued to the contractor engaged in the construction of the 
Project, a change order of $42,000.00 to provide a Recreation center 
which was subsequently increased by another change order in the addi- 
tional amount of $14,631.47. 

With regard to these change orders, tne following points are 
raised: 

®) If @ Recreation Center were Gesirable and necessary 

and requested by the Wilmington Housing Authority it certainly 
should have been erected on the basis of a new construction 
contract and not as a change order to the original contract. 

>») As @. result of this extravagant expenditure, over 

the next 40 years, the Commonwealth, through its annual 
subsidies, could pay a total of $90,610.35 for this Recreation 
Center. 

e) By including the cost of this recreation building 

with the project costs, the Development Cost per unit of 
Project 667-1 was increased $1,400.00 per unit. 

TE is not conceivable that the Legislature, when it increased 
the subsidy allowance on Housing for the Elderly, had intended that 
such extravagances would be inourred.

The change order of $42,000 
to provide a Recreation Center 
was again and subsequently in- 
creased by another change or- 
der-in the additional amount 
of $14,631. 47.

If a Recreation Center were 
desirable and necessary and 
requested by the Wilmington 
Housing Authority it certain] 
should have been erected on 
basis of a new construction 
contract and not as a change 
order to the original contract 

As a result of this extrava- 


wealth, through its annu 
subsidies, could pay a total 
of $90,610. 35. 

If the same pattern is to be 
followed by the ilmington 
ousing Authority, on this 
project, a half a million dol- 
lars in the town’s share is 
more than a possibility. 

fd don’t let myone fool you 
as to the thoughts of the cost 
of the town on the project, 
First, for this or that ser- 
vice, still means that you 
pay gnd will be taxed for the 
total of your one third share. 
If perchance we were to carry 
out the advice of one of our 
town’s papers that we go into 
the contracting business to 
help defray the cost of buying 
trucks and hauling gravel and 
make a profit we would be de- 
frauding the US government and 
liable for the entire cost of 
the project. 

A suggestion has been made 
and pressure has been put on 
the members of our present 
Authority to resign, so that 
we might appoint our own mem- 
bers to a Redevelopment Au- 
thority. 

I do not believe this is the 
answer, no matter who is at 
the helm, We must have a mar- 
ket for the land. 

That the Federal Housing Au- 
thority will agree to an ex-

FRIDAY NIGHT MEETING OF 

WIA HAD MANY ASPECTS 
The meeting of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, last Friday 
night, the last before the 
Monday Town Meeting on Urban 
Nenewal had many aspects, some 

of them comical in nature. 
The meeting was adjourned, 
and then reconvened four times 


more, as various members 
thought of points in post- 
meeting discussions, 

The earlier part of the meet- 
ing was concemed with a dis- 


cussion as to whether or not 
the people of Wilmington knew 
that the Town Meeting had been 
adjourned. Of all the papers 
which profess to cover the 
news of Wilmington only the 
Town Crier had a story about 
the adjourned meeting, and 
some members of the Authority 
felt that not everyone read 
the Tow Crier. 

The Board of Selectmen had 
been asked if they would per- 
mit the Housing Authority to 
use the town’s multigraph, in 
order to print a notice which 
would be sent around in Satur- 
day’s mails. The WHA proposed 
to pay for the clerk who would 
have to do the printing, plus 
the paper, and the postage, 
which would amount to $90, 
Four of the Selectmen and the 
™ were present, After some 
discussion among themselves 
they told the MHA that only a 
censored version of the WHA 
message could be printed on 
the town’s machinery - the 
Selectmen deleting certain 
lines which they called ‘con- 
troversial’. 

This discussion, and the one 
which followed in the WHA as 
to whether or not to spend mo- 
ney for a ‘censored’ message 
took until about 10:30 pm,,and 
then it was felt that it was 
too late to get the message 
out in time to ensure delivery 


James P. Donahue had offered 
to pay for the mesmge at one 
point, but later withdrew it, 
He also offered to go around 
and distribute by hand, if 
other members would do the 
same thing. This too was with- 
dram, 

The suggestion was made by a 
non-member that perhaps the 
facilities of the Baldwin Club 
in spreading news could be 
used, That club has a tele- 
phone organization, but per- 
haps, in view of their state- 
ment on Urban Renewal the WHA 


may not want to use it, the 
members were told. 
‘at this point,’ William A- 


greeable Snith said, ‘I would 
make love to the Devil if it 
would help Urban Renewal’.
